To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Alabama  : 

The  undersigned  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  Alabama,  to  prepare  and  present  through 
His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  the  annual  report  of  the 
transactions  of  that  body  and  the  condition  of  the  Univer- 
sity, as  required  by  law,  for  the  information  of  the  General 
Assembly,  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 

EEPOET. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  refer  to  the  fact,  recognized  by 
all,  that  Alabama,  in  common  with  her  sister  States,  has 
been  passing  through  a  severe  financial  crisis  which  has 
greatly  impeded  progress  in  all  departments  of  business, 
stifled  enterprises,  crippled  industries  and  required  the 
practice  of  rigid  economies  to  keep  the  people,  generally, 
from  suffering  severe  loss  if  not  irremediable  disaster.  It 
was  not  to  be  expected  that  the  higher  institutions  of  learn- 
ing, which,  ordinarily,  are  among  the  first  to  feel  the  pres- 
sure of  financial  disturbances — should  escape  entirely  the 
general  depression,  and  such  was  not  the  case.  The  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama,  doubtless,  had  fewer  students  during  the 
last  year  than  would  have  matriculated  had  times  been  pros- 
perous, but  there  was  a  considerable  improvement  in  num- 
bers over  the  preceding  year,  and  in  all  other  respects  the 
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condition  was  favorable  and  tlie  progress  made  was  note- 
worthy. The  character  and  conduct  of  the  corps  of  cadets 
were  universally  good  and,  in  general,  their  devotion  to  study 
and  their  educational  progress  were  particularly  noticeable? 
and  won  commendation  from  the  Faculty  and  Trustees. 

The  attendance  at  the  University  during  the  last  scholastic 
year  was  166,  distributed  as  follows  :

The  Special  Course  Students  were  young  ladies,  and  the 
only  females  so  far  availing  themselves  of  the  privileges  ac- 
corded by  throwing  open  the  doors  of  the  University  to 


young  women.  It  is  probable  that  there  will  be  an  increase 
in  the  attendance  of  females  the  next  session,  but  whether  or 
not  the  Trustees  made  a  wise  movement  in  thus  departing 
from  the  established  usage  in  college  management  is  a 
problem  yet  to  be  solved.  Every  facility  is  afforded  young 
women  who  desire  to  secure  higher  instruction,  special 
rooms  for  study  being  assigned  to  them  near  the  College 
Halls  and  the  Library  and  all  the  Departments  of  the  Uni- 
versity are  open  to  them. 

Gratifying  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  furnish- 
ing and  further  improving  the  Department  of  Physics,  and 
the  cadets  evidenced  appreciation  of  the  liberality  of  the 
Trustees  by  an  increased  interest  in  the  work  of  this  Depart- 
ment, and  made  decided  progress  in  their  scientific  studies. 
Additional  apparatus  has  been  ordered  from  Europe,  which 
should  reach  the  University  in  the  early  winter.  When  that 
is  in  place,  the  Physical  Laboratory  will  be  well  furnished  with 
modern  and  useful  apparatus  sufficient  to  illustrate  clearly 
all  the  branches  of  Physical  science,  making  the  eye  as  well 
as  the  ear  of  the  student  an  important  and  agreeable  medium 
of  communicating  to  his  intellect  the  interesting  and  import- 
ant truths  of  this  fascinating  study. 

The  Astronomical  Observatory  is  also  being  renovated  and 
much  valuable  apparatus,  embracing  costly  instruments  pur- 
chased by  Dr.  Barnard  and  which,  for  the  most  part,  have 
been  unused,  and  in  fact  unusable  since  the  war,  has  been 
carefully  examined  by  an  expert  and  found  in  much  better 
condition  than  was  expected.  Parts  of  some  of  the  instru- 
ments had  been  removed — taken  by  the  Federal  soldiers,  it 
is  cKarged,  in  the  capture  of  Tuscaloosa  and  taken  off  as 
keep-sakes  or  mementoes  of  the  Croxton  raid.  However  this 
may  be,  several  eye-pieces  of  the  Equatorial  telescope  and 
other  valuable  parts  of  instruments,  which  could  easily  be 
carried  off  on  the  person,  have  been  missing  since  the  war- 
These  will  now  be  replaced.  The  large  Astronomical  clocks, 
the  large  Telescope  and  other  Astronomical  instruments 
have  been  sent  to  Washington,  where  they  will  be  thoroughly

repaired,  modern  improvements  and  appliances  will  be  added 
and  all  will  be  put  in  condition  for  the  best  work.  The  ex- 
pert pronounces  the  Astronomical  clocks  very  superior — 
made  by  the  most  renowned  maker — and  when  put  in  order, 
he  says,  would  be  as  good  as  new  and  would  readily  sell  for 
as  much,  if  not  more,  than  the  original  cost  nearly  fifty  years 
ago.  Additional  apparatus  will  be  ordered,  as  the  funds  of 
the  Trustees  will  permit,  until  the  Observatory  is  thoroughly 
refitted  and  furnished,  equal  for  all  the  purposes  of  the 
University,  to  the  facilities  for  instruction  in  this  attractive 
science,  afforded  by  any  institution  of  learning  in  the  South. 

MATERIAL   IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  most  important  improvement,  added  within  the  last 
scholastic  year,  was  the  large  increase  in  the  capacity  of 
the  water  works,  so  that  they  are  now  able  to  supply  all  the 
water  needed  for  drinking,  culinary  and  laving  purposes, 
and  also  to  give  ample  protection  to  property  in  case  of 
fire.  To  accomplish  this  desirable  end,  a  new  and  powerful 
Worthington  pump  was  put  in  place  and  a  tank  or  reser- 
voir, with  a  capacity  of  upwards  of  30,000  gallons,  was 
erected  upon  a  strongly  built  trestle  sixty-five  feet  high. 
The  elevation  is  sufficient  to  permit  water  to  be  thrown 
through  hose  over  the  highest  of  the  University  buildings. 
By  the  arrangement  of  pipes  in  the  several  buildings,  water 
can  be  drawn  from  hydrants  on  every  stoop  or  gallery  of  the 
barracks,  and  in  case  of  fire  or  other  necessity,  can  be  con- 
veyed by  hose  into  any  room  of  the  quadrangle  buildings. 
Water  is  also  supplied  from  those  works  to  the  Chemical 
and  Physical  Laboratories  and  to  the  Gymnasium,  and  pipes 
have  been  laid  so  that  nearly  all  the  houses  occupied  by 
Professors'  families  can  be  served,  if  desired,  from  the  com- 
mon reservoir. 

The  cottage  occupied  by  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  was 
materially  enlarged  and  otherwise  improved,  and  is  now  one 
of  the  handsomest  and  most  convenient  of  the  University 
dwellings. 


The  laundry  machinery,  electric  plant,  etc.,  were  thor- 
oughly overhauled  and  put  in  good  repair,  and  new  laundry 
irons,  belts,  soap-tank  and  other  articles  were  purchased, 
the  whole  cost,  including  repairs,  being  $413.7:. 

The  severe  storm  of  October,  1893,  did  considerable  dam- 
age to  University  property,  blowing  down  a  chimney,  pros- 
trating fences,  uprooting  valuable  trees,  etc.,  etc.  The 
repairs  account  for  the  year  amounted  to  a  little  over 
$500. 

Five  of  the  dwellings,  built  of  wood,  occupied  by  Profess- 
ors, were  repainted  during  the  year.  To  ensure  good  mate- 
rial, the  Building  Committee  purchased  the  paints  and  oils 
from  reliable  dealers  on  competitive  bids,  requiring  the  best 
quality  of  goods  in  every  case.  The  result  was  very  satis- 
factory, the  work  was  well  done  and  promises  to  be  durable. 

Electric  lights  have  been  placed  in  the  Gymnasium,  thus 
allowing  classes  to  exercise  after  dark.  The  increasing  pop- 
ularity of  athletic  exercises  made  the  pressure  upon  the 
gymnasium  too  great  to  be  accommodated  in  the  short  days 
of  winter,  hence  this  improvement,  of  which  the  cadets 
gladly  availed  themselves.  The  reservoir  for  hot  water  for 
the  baths,  attached  to  the  Gymnasium,  having  given  out,  it 
was  replaced  by  a  new  one. 

A  cold  storage  room  has  been  added  to  the  culinary 
department  of  the  University  which  has  proved  a  great 
advantage  in  preserving  milk,  meats  and  fruits  pure  and 
fresh  in  hot  weather,  and  in  the  economy  and  freedom  from 
waste  it  permitted — not  to  speak  of  the  pleasure  and  comfort 
it  gave — more  than  paid  for  itself  in  a  single  year. 

Some  valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Academic 
and  Law  libraries,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  funds  of  the 
University  will  allow  of  a  considerable  enlargement  of  both 
these  libraries  in  the  near  future. 
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THE   UNIVERSITY   LAND   GRANT. 

The  Trustees  are  unable  to  report  sales  of  any  of  the 
University  lands  during  the  year  under  review,  nor,  consid- 
ering the  great  stringency  in  money,  the  comparative  pros- 
tration of  business  and  the  decline  in  values,  felt  most 
severely  in  the  mineral  region  of  the  State,  were  any  sales  to 
be  reasonably  expected.  Yet,  notwithstanding  the  great  and 
general  depression,  all  the  land  notes  given  for  lands  hereto- 
fore purchased,  and  maturing  within  the  year,  were  promptly 
paid  as  they  became  due.  The  total  collections  for  this 
department  during  the  year  were  $5,627.33,  including  $433.31 
interest  earned,  which  has  been  carried  to  the  credit  of  the 
University  Fund.  The  amounts  collected  were  deposited 
in,  and  drawn  from,  the  State  Treasury,  as  provided  by 
law. 

There  still  remain  unsold,  of  the  University  Land  Grant, 
nearly  thirty-two  thousand  acres  of  land,  or  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  original  grant.  One  of  the  best  evidences  of  a 
revival  of  business  may  be  found  in  the  fact  that  applica- 
tions to  purchase  considerable  quantities  of  these  lands 
have  recently  been  made  and  are  now  under  consideration. 
Of  the  gross  receipts  of  this  department  $803.83  were  from 
timber  contracts  and  leases.  There  is  now  due  the  Land 
Department,  on  sales  previously  reported,  principal  and  in- 
terest, the  sum  of  $11,442.1L 

The  cash  statement,  reported  by  the  Land  Committee  to 
the  Trustees  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  may  be  condensed 
as  follows:

In  this  connection  we  would  again  remind  the  General 
Assembly  that  among  the  lands  held  by  the  University  are 
large  tracts  of  valuable  coal  lands  which  might  be  worked 
by  the  State  convicts  to  the  manifest  advantage  of  both  the 
State  and  the  University.  It  is  clear  to  us  that,  however 
much  clamor  may  be  raised  against  working  convicts  in 
mines,  there  will  always  be  found  a  class  of  convicts  who 
can  not  otherwise  be  controlled  and  rendered  self-sustaining, 
and  that  the  needs  of  the  State  will  require  that  its  convicts 
must  be  made  a  source  of  revenue  instead  of  a  continuous 
drain  upon  the  Treasury,  requiring  an  increased  levy  upon 
the  tax-payers  to  supply  the  deficit.  A  plan  could  readily 
be  devised  by  which  the  University  could  supply  all  the 
coal  lands  required  for  an  indefinite  period,  the  mines  to  be 
opened  and  operated  by  the  State  and  a  small  royalty  be 
allowed  for  the  use  of  the  lands.  The  export,  as  well  as  the 
home  demand,  for  coal  is  increasing,  and  there  would  be  no 
difiiculty  in  disposing,  at  a  fair  profit,  of  all  the  coal  which 
could  be  mined  through  such  an  arrangement. 

UNIVEESITY  FINANCES. 

The  Appendix,  Exhibits  "A"  to  "G"  inclusive,  shows  in  de- 
tail the  receipts,  disbursements  and  condition  of  the  several 
Funds  of  the  University  as  reported  by  the  Treasurer,  Quar- 
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master  and  Chairman  of  the  Land  and  Building  Committees, 
to  the  Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting  in  June,  1894  For 
the  benefit  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly  whose  time 
will  not  permit  a  careful  perusal  of  the  Abstracts  in  detail, 
we  summarize  here  the  several  accounts  mentioned. 

UNIVEESITY  FUND. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that  the  receipts  for 
the  fiscal  year,  including  balance  on  hand  June  20th,  1893, 
($1,423.41)  were  $32,404.47.  The  disbursements  were  $30,- 
970.85,  leaving  a  balance  in  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
$1,433.62. 

CADET  FUND. 

This  fund  on  June  20th,  1893,  had  no  credit  balance,  but 
had  to  borrow  from  the  University  Fund  the  sum  of  $3,500 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  in  fuel  and  other  needful  supplies 
for  the  next  session.  As  will  be  seen  by  Abstract  "B,"  this 
amount  was  returned  to  the  University  Fund  on  October 
15th,  1893.  Eliminating  this  item  from  the  calculation,  the 
receipts  of  the  Cadet  Fund  were  $19,419.33.  The  disburse- 
ments, including  $8.63  due  the  Treasurer,  June  20th,  1893, 
were  $18,772.78,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  of  $646.55,  against  an  indebtedness  the  previous 
year  of  $8.63. 

BUILDING  FUND. 

This  fund  showed  a  balance  on  hand,  June  20th,  1893,  of 
$1,036.63.  The  transfers  from  the  Land  Fund  to  this  fund, 
authorized  by  the  Trustees,  were  $5,500,  making  the  total 
available  resources  $6,536.63.  The  disbursements  were 
$6,481.66,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  of 
$54.97. 

It  may  be  remarked  here  that  all  the  money  belonging  to 
this  fund  is  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  and  only  drawn  out  by 
check  payable  to  the  order  of  the  party  to  whom  the  amount 
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is  to  be  paid  and  who  signspuplicate  vouchers  for  the  same. 
Both  voucher  and^check|state  explicitly  the  account  for 
which  they  are  drawn,  so  that  each  person  receiving  a  check, 
in  effect,  gives  triplicate  receipts  for  the  amount  paid  him. 

lAND   FUND. 

This  account,  at  date  of  June  20th,  1893,  showed  a  balance 
on  hand  of  $6,479.23.  The  receipts  for  rents,  land  notes,  in- 
terest, etc.,  etc.,  were  $5,632.33— making  a  total  of  $12,11 1.56. 
The  disbursements  aggregated  $6,642.91,  leaving  a  balance 
in  Treasurer's  hands  of  $5,468.65.  The  Treasurer's  state- 
ment shows  a  little  larger  balance,  but  that  is  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  some  checks  of  the  Chairman,  given  before 
his  report  is  closed,  are  not  presented  to  the  Treasurer  until 
after  he  closes  his  report.
